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FOREIGN REPORTS. 



AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

Cholera. 

It is reported that cholera is increasing in Hungary to such an 
extent as to cause the authorities some apprehension. Twenty- 
seven cases were announced October 1, 111 cases October 2, and 240 
cases October 3, mostly confined to military hospitals, but a small 
proportion of cases occurred among civilians. Straggling cases are 
reported from many parts of the country to which wounded have 
been brought. Several cases have been notified in Vienna.

Quarantine measures at Puerto Barrios against New Orleans, La., 
were discontinued September 23, 1914. 

ITALY. 

Quarantine Against Smyrna. 

Arrivals at Italian ports from Smyrna, Asiatic Turkey, were made 
subject September 9, 1914, to the regulations against the importa- 
tion of plague. 

JAPAN. 

Status of Typhus Fever and Plague— Yokohama and Tokyo. 

The outbreaks of typhus fever and plague which occurred at Yoko- 
hama and Tokyo and vicinity came to an end during the latter part 

of August.
